Arrest of the Cuban Junta. 



New York, June 21.— The following is a 
condensed account of Minister Webb’s corre- 
spondence with the Brazilian government: 
In October, 1856, the American whale ship 
Canada got ashore on the Garris Reefs, near 
the mouth of the Rio Grande Del Norte. Bra- 
zilian soldiers, in spite of the remonstrances 
of the Captain and crew, seized the vessel, 
and, selling her cargo, deposited the pro- 
ceeds in the Brazilian treasury. Reclaimatlon 
was demanded by our Government. The 
owners renewed their claims in 1864, through 
Minister Webb, for damages and interest to 
amouut of $400,000. Finally Minister Webb 
was authorized to compromise on $70,000, or 
one-fifth of the original amount. 

In April last, Baron Colegipipe, on behalf of 
the Brazilian Government, rejected this offer 
on the ground that the Brazilian Minister at 
Washington had not advised his Government 
that he had been informed by Mr. Seward of 
bis having issued renewed instructions to the 
Minister in Brazil, and would wait until offi- 
cially informed of the fact through their own 
Minister. Gen. Webb wrote to the Bar an, 
protesting against his taking such absurd 
ground, and declaring that if it were main- 
tained he should ask for his passport. 

On the first of May Minister Webb received 
a note from the Brazil Foreign Secretary, 
stating that no disrespect was intended to- 
ward him. but that the American Govern- 
ment not having announced to the Brazilian 
M iuitter in Washington the result of the 
promised reconsideration, nor for the issue 
of renewed modified instructions to General 
Webb, it keeps bis Government in tbc same 
state of nncertainty that it was in >»efore, and 
from which it cannot depart, except in such 
manner as shall have full cousideration for the 
respect due to our Minister and from one 
government to the other. 

On receiving this note General Webb re- 
plied in severe language, demanded his pass- 
ports and obtained them. As he was prepar- 
ing to leave for home he discharged a farewell 
epistle at the Brazilian authorities, of which 
the follawing are sample sentences: “If in

The funeral services of Henry J. R tymond 
took place this afternoon in the Presbyterian 
Church, corner Tenth street and University 
Place. The entire edifice, excepting the por- 
tion reserve! for the family and intimate 
friends of the deceased, was crowded fully two 
hours before the impressive but sad services 
commenced. The rates which fell in torrents 
at intervals during the evening did not prevent 
a large assemblage of ladies. At about 5:80, 
after prayer at tbe house No. 12, West Ninth 
street, for the family, by Rev. Prof. Shedd, the 
remains were removed to the church, the pall- 
bearers being Mayor Hall, Admiral Farragut, 
General Dix, General McDowell, Thurlow 
Weed, Judge Daly, ex-Senator McGann, Wm.

Stewart, W. IL Griunell, George William Cur- 
tis, A: c., «kc. 

The chief mourners were Mr. Raymond’s 
only only, his two brothers and brother-in- 
law, Mr Geo. J. Jones, and others. The 
members of the Associated Press aud nearly 
all the prominent journalists of this city, and 
quite a number fivun other parts of tbe coun- 
try, were present, while the Times office was 
represented by nearly all the attaches of the 
establishment. 

The ceremonies at the church were opened 
with a voluntary on the organ. Rev. Dr. Ste- 
phen H. Tyne read the Episcopal service tor 
the dead. * Rev. Henry Ward Beecher deliv- 
ered a touching eulogy of Mr. Raymond. Rev. 
Mr. Kellogg, pastor of the church where the 
services were held, followed with prayer, and 
Rev. Prof. Shedd pronounced the benediction. 

The coffin was a very handsome rosewood 
casket, silver mounted, and was inscribed 
simply with the name and age of the deceased, 
and covered with several beautiful wreathes 
of immortelles. After the service the lid was 
opened and the whole audience passed in 
procession around tbe coffin, each member 
taking a last look upon the remains of OLe of 
New York'? most respected and deeply loved 
sons. The lid vm again closed ana the con- 
gregation slowly dispersed. 

The remains, 'it is understood, were left in 
the Church during to-night, and will be pri- 
vately interred to-uioirow at Greenwood by 
the family. Mrs. Raymond and daughters 
were present in the church during the cere- 
monies, and Gov. Hoffman, though desirous of 
attending, was unavoidably detained at Al- 
bany. From the City Hall, other public build- 
ings, hotels and the* newspaper offices, flags 
were displayed at half-mast during the after- 
noon. The Board of Aldermen adopted reso- 
lutions in houor of the memory of Mr. Ray- 
mond.

THE DEATH OF H. J. tUTMOSD. 

London, June 21. — The announcement of 
the sudden death of Henry J. Raymond cre- 
ates a creat feeling of sorrow. The Pall Mall 
Gazette eulogizes Mr. Raymond as a journal- 
ist and says his death creates a gap which 
caunot be filled. The Dally Telegraph, in a 
similar article, says in private life Mr. Ray- 
mond was amiable, courteous, loyal, and hos- 
pitable, and he was beloved by all, even when 
opposed to many in politics. 

IRISH AFFAIRS. 

In the House of Commons this evening, Sir 
John Grey, member for Kilkenny, asked the 
government if there was any reason to appre- 
hend further troubles in Ireland, and if the 
military force in that country was to be 
strengthened. 

Mr. Firlscue, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
stated the government was informed that Mr. 
Johnson, a prominent Orange leader In Ire- 
land, had ealle l a meeting to celebate the an- 
niversary of the 12th of July, This was not 
an act of hostility to the government, but the 
practice of increasing the military force in 
Ireland, about the time of this anniversary, 
was never more necessary than in the present 
year. 

THE IRISH CHURCH BILL. 

In the House of Lords to-night, Earl Grey 
gave notice that he should move to omit in 
tbe church bill that portion of tbe preamble 
which provides that the property or proceeds 
of said church shall not be held or applied for 
the maintenance of any church or clergy or 
other ministry, or for the teaching of religion.
